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DUE TO PRESS AND PUBLIC 

An American reader of The Advocate expressed surprise 
at the scant patronage extended The Advocate as -compared 
with American newspapers. Town business in the State of 
Iowa is regarded as an accounting of the taxpayers’ money. 
The proper medium for spreading this information is 
through the press, and this phase of'publicity is on a busi¬ 
ness rather than free basis. 

In its failure to recognize the service and purpose of the 
press, the provincial government is the greatest offender. 
I'he federal government is beginning to recognize that the 
expense of informing the public on certain lines of public 
business should not be borne exclusively by the newspapers 
but by the body which is drawing revenue therefrom. 

But not so the provincial government. It is expected that 
the press at its own expense will give all the publicity to 
new enactments from which the government itself reaps 
vast revenues. The daily newspapers at their own expense 
, maintain staffs of writers to cover the business of the leg¬ 
islature. The weekly press does its smaller share, either 
by paying a gallery correspondent or by “borrowing” high¬ 
lights of the session from the dhilies and even this means 
cost of set-up. This is the only way in which the most 
vital information reaches those who are.paying for the up¬ 
keep of government. Without this voluntary service, the 
taxpayer would never know whether the house had been in 
session. *The radio has none of the certainty of the written 
word. 

A great part 6f this service should be paid for. It should 


not be free. A law-making body is going only half-way 
when it makes the Iawa. The other part of its duty is that 
the citizens be informed of the regulations which affect 
them. 

One example of legitimate advertising is notice of ex¬ 
piration of leases. Who knows when leases have expired? 
What medium of publication informs interested people ? On¬ 
ly tho?e “in the know” can take advantage of such devel¬ 
opments which are of concern to all. 

There are new traffic regulations, new laws relating to 
movement of stock, new licenses, new impositions, new 
penalties. The first information of such public business of¬ 
ten comes 1 when the innocent taxpayer is hauled into court 
for violation, and is fined.. Viewed from the angle of ex¬ 
ploiting the public, the less publicity a government has, the 
greater the opportunity for exploitation. But viewed a.- 
the servant of the people, the dispenser of public money, 
the protector of life and property, the government should 
lo its part in publicizing its new enactments. The only far- 
eaching method is through press notices. And by alt the 
rules, such bus’ness should be paid for. 

NOT SO PROFITABLE 
(From Claresholm Press) 

“There have-been dozens of men, local lelief recipients 
and transients drifting in from all over the province, try¬ 
ing to get jobs on the highway construction gang. Fifty 
per cent of the men hired, it is stipulated by the federal 
government, must have been relief recipients of last win¬ 
ter, This makes it tough for the foremen and there was so 
much controversy that the department sent a special man 
down from Edmonton to straighten things out. But after 
last night’s heavy rain a number of men quit. Working in 
these road camps is not such a profitable occupation after 
all. Relief men receive 40c an hour for an 8-hour day, or 
$3.20. From this Is deducted 10c compensation, 25c relief 
fund, and 90c a day for board. Board has to be paid for 
Sundays and week days. Total these deductions and the 
worker has 11.95 left if he gets in steady time. If it should 
happen to rain for a few days steady he might end up ow¬ 
ing the outfit. It works out about the same for horse' hire. 
17 ‘ 2 c an hour is paid, or $1.40 a day. Horse feed rain or 
shine is 80c a day, or on straight time a horse would earn 
$2.80 a week net. Should it rain, well, you can easly figure 
it out for yourself.”

Banks in The Way 
Should Co-operate 


In his Sunday broadcast from the 
Prophetic Bible Institute, Premier 
Aberhart stated: “If bank experts can¬ 
not formulate a plan to assist in es¬ 
tablishing “Social Credit” in Alberta, 
our. provincial government experts 
can help them do so. Our institution 
must serve our people or thev are in 
the way. Referring to the circular sent 
out last week to Branches of all banks 
in Alberta asking co-operation in 
steps to inaugurate “Social Credit” in 
the province, hb declared:' 

“I can see no reason why our re¬ 
quest, clearly stated in our letter f 
cannot be undertaken. I therefore feel 
satisfied our banks w’U comply, since 
we promise they will not be loser in 
any respect.” % 

Asserting the request was quit’ 
reasonable and fair, the premier be¬ 
lieved it ought to be answered, no 
matter what the opposition. 

“You have all read the letter we 
sent to the banka, J ’ he remarked. 
“That is also quite fair ...and reason 
able. The banks constitute an insti¬ 
tution (treated for the welfare of our 
people. They claim to be experts in 
their own sphere of finance. It is 
surely clear to us that what is physi¬ 
cally possible should be financially 
possible. “We want to find the way to 
make the people’s mandate financially 
possible.” 

After charging newspapers with 
misrepresentat’on and the usual clap¬ 
trap utterances he piously declared “I 
am anxious to secure for our people 
freedom fiom economic bondage. I am 
equally anxious also that they shall 
have freedom from sin. • 

“The institutions of the province 
must co-operate with the provincial 
government or the government will 
force them to” is the opinion expressed 
by G. L. McLaughlan, Socal Credit 
member for Coronation. He stated 
further the government would notify 
the banks to place at the disposal of 
the people, $320,000,000 to efface the 
havoc of a debt creating system of 
bookkeeping. Finance is overriding 
and overruling today the institutions 
of the province, which was made for 
the people, and not the people for 
them.” “Our present system” he de¬ 
clared, “is one of black magic. Stand 
against hanks and you will get your 
dividends. It depends entirely upon 
the people’s stand whether they get 
it or not.” 

“The government is offering the 
banks the opportunity to tt^operate in 
serving the needs of the pebple. The 
people here have a puichasing power 
of $80,000,000, hut the debt is $400,- 
O00.000, nothing but a dollar can pay 
off a dollar debt.” 

“Alberta,” he said, “must be able to 
get the money from the only institu¬ 
tion that makes money, the bank.” A 
dividend of $25 per month would en¬ 
sue if the assets of the province were 
monetized to the extent of one-tenth 
of one per c.nt. 

These members who have retu.ned 
from very pleasant vacation trips are 
in great form and are showing the 
benefits in inind and spirits. The com¬ 
ing session should prove eventful. v 

Listen to the statements made by 
men who have knowledge of provincial 
affairs and who have made a success 


in their daily vocations or professions: 

J. J. Bowlen, Liberal] M.L.A.: “Ab¬ 
erhart has no plan and he knows it. 
It’s a lot of boloney. There is no com¬ 
mon sense in it. It’s just a dodge to 
make the banks the goats. His two 
experts have sized up the situation 
and now they want to back out of a 
tough spot. Playing on the unpopu¬ 
larity of banks in the minds of some 
disgruntled people, they think they 
can pass the responsibil ty of failure 
*o the banks. It’s a joke. But a ser¬ 
ious one for Alberta.” 

D. M. Duggan, Conservat’ve, M.L. 
A.: “I cannot figure out what the gov¬ 
ernment is getting at in these letters,’ 
which are srongly suggestive of bluf- 
fiing. The government confuses things 
itself, and says things that are pos¬ 
sible of different interpretations, then 
denies that these interpretations are 
what it meant. It asks the ‘Social 
Credit’ people to understand the let¬ 
ter to the bankers, but how can they, 
when it is not understandable? If 
genuine in its desire to get the co-op¬ 
eration of the banks, it would have 
carried on negotiations with them in a 
sound and proper way, \rithout this 
sort of publicity, but instead it circu¬ 
lates letters that can only be taken as 
political propaganda!” 1 

Gerald O’Connor, Lberal: “The 
government says in this letter to its 
own members that it wants enthus¬ 
iasm shown by the populace on each 
‘Social Credit’ proposal as it is made. 
The proposals of the new ‘Social Cred¬ 
it’ plan must be just as weak as those 
that have preceded them, for other-, 
wise it would not be necessary to try 
to create a forced enthusiasm about 
them. There is no meaning in the 
letter, and it was obviously written in 
such a way as to make it unintellig¬ 
ible. The whole thing is gibberish.” 

Dr. Walter Morrish, Liberal: “It 
seems to me that the first thing the 
government should do is to interpret 
to all the people, Liberals and Conser¬ 
vatives and Labor as well as ‘Social 
rCrediters,’ what that letter to the 
banks means and is intended to mean. 

I am absolutely at a loss to under¬ 
stand it, and it conveys to me nothing 
whatever. If the government would 
explain it, before urging its support¬ 
ers to hold meetings and such like, it 
would be better for all concerned. As 
it is, the government is doing an ex 
ceedingly dangerous th : ng by inciting 
the p ople, and what may come is rot 
a mass demonstration against the 
bankers, but one against the govern¬ 
ment itself.” 

Deploring Waste of 
Turner Valley Gas 

Head of Company Which Developed 
Acidization Says Residue Gas Could 
be Repumped 

E. P. Haliburton, president of the 
American company which developed 
the acid used to increase production 
in Turner Valley, commented last 
week on the gas waste in the Valley. 

“I think you are doing a {polish 
thing, burning the gas residue from 
absorption plants. Thousands of gal¬ 
lons of gasoline could bo recovered 
through using compressors.” The resi¬ 
due gas, now being burned, and waste 
from compressors could be re-pumped 
into the field to keep up the rock pres¬ 


sure, he said.' 

“You might rfbt need it yourselves 
but you might leave it for posterity— 
it is a natural resource” he said. 

He urged, for the present, the use 
of a pro-rata basis of using gas to lift 
oil from the wells, and the gas used 
could be returned to the field. In this 
manner the flow from wells could be 
regulated, and oil production could be 
choked off, to meet production de¬ 
mands. 

Struggle For Market 

He foresaw a “transitional period” 
in Alberta, when the supply of oil 3 met 
demands, for local consumption, and 
the struggle for foreign markets com¬ 
menced. A pipe line to Vancouver 
would in all possibility result, he ad¬ 
ded. 

Herbert Greenfield, president of the 
Oil and Gas Association of Alberta 
stated: “Within three months the pro¬ 
ducing industry will be faced with a 
problem. Formulate your ideas of how 
you are going to deal with excess pro¬ 
duction of oil which cannot be econom¬ 
ically absorbed.” In coming months 
several wells were scheduled to be 
completed with a probability a fair 
percentage would be producers, he 
said. Close co-operation between all 
those ^interested in the oil industry, 
would be the only way such a prob¬ 
lem could be solved, he added. 

Hay Fever Season 
And Its Victims 

Dr. Heber C. Jamieson of Edmonton, 
writing in the Canadian Medical Asso¬ 
ciation Journal, defines the three hay- 
fever areas of the province of Alberta. 
One of these stretches from the Red 
Deer River to the northern boundary. 
A second comprises the southern sec¬ 
tion of this' region with its upper lim¬ 
it to the Peace River country, while the 
third extends from the Red Deer south 
to the international boundary. 

Of trees, the poplar is the import¬ 
ant one so far as hay fever in Alberta 
is concerned. From mid-April on is 
the season for its ravages. Timothy 
pollinates from the middle of June. 
Weeds are the chief causes of Autumn 
hay-fever. The effects of these are 
found from July onwards. Golden rod, 
popularly supposed to excite hay fev¬ 
er, has been exonerated. 

The sufferer from hay fever sees the 
first signs in what appears to be a vio¬ 
lent cold in the head which may be as¬ 
sociated with asthma. There are at¬ 
tacks of sneezing, headache and las¬ 
situde. Old persons are practically ex¬ 
empt. The important poiht is the pre¬ 
vention of the condition. In most 
cases this may be done by the use of 
skin tests’ to discover the pollen or 
dust to which the individual is subject. 
This being done a vaccine or antitoxin 
may be prepared which is effectual in 
the majority of cases.

Water Projects 

Applied to West 


Are irrigation and other water pro¬ 
jects going to figure increasingly in 
the moisture problems of the west’s 
drouth areas. Two news articles in 
The Leader-Post the other day sug¬ 
gest that they may. 

Over 4,000 applications have been 
received at Regina offices under the 
Prairie Farm Rehabilitation act froim 
farmers and ranchers in the prairie 
provinces asking for the installation 
of irrigation, stock watering or kin¬ 
dred projects designed to beat the 
drouth. At the moment under act, a 
large community stock-watering res¬ 
ervoir is about to be erected near Dav¬ 
idson, Sask. 

Then there is the recorded exper¬ 
ience of two farmers in the Vanguard, 
St.sk., dietrict. Each has riggeu up 
bis. own iirigation plant, and there are 
other such records in Saskatchewan. 



Each farmer in the Vanguard scheme 
irrigates a 40-acre tract, including 
wheat, oats, barley and alfalfa. When 
the weather is hot and dry and no rain 
in sight, they simply “turn on the 
juice.” They expect wheat 30 bushels 
to the acre this year. They have had 
these irrigation systems of- their own 
for years. , ^ 

Such projects may become fairly 
common in the west. It may not be 
practicable, owing to the immense ar¬ 
eas that would have to be served in 
many cases, to irrigate in a wholesale 
way for wheat farming, but for smal¬ 
ler farmers, with sundry crops, the 
scheme may have a future. It is worth 
keeping a friendly eye o»». 

The sources of all will depend, of 
course, upon having ample water re¬ 
serves available. Will our lakes and 
rivers, as also great dams, yet be 
drawn upon a big scale for irrigation 
purposes, and even to the extent of in-, 
eluding the production of a wide range 
of products?—Regina Leader-Post. 


Federal Gov’t and 
Drought Cattle 

J. Byers Has Announcement Re Re¬ 
vival of Marketing Plan 

The Dominion government super¬ 
vision of marketing cattle from the 
south Saskatchewan drought areas is 
included in a proposed plan under con¬ 
sideration by federal officials, Jack 
Byers, of Calgary, manager of the 
Western Stock Growers association 
.states. 

Mr. Byers, who returned to Calgary 
following an extensive tour of the 
dried-out areas with Hon. J. G. Gar¬ 
diner, Dominion minister of agricul¬ 
ture, said that under the plan the fed¬ 
eral government would pay freight 
for shipping animals from the farm 
to the stockyards. 

Once they reached the yards, Mr. 
Byers said, they would come under 
supervision^ of the government and 
the farmer would receive a nominal 
advance. The cattle would thek be 
pooled and shipped to markets in the 
United States and eastern Canada in 
numbers calculated to avoid glutting 
the market. 

About 150,000 acres of grazing 
land would be set aside in Manitoba 
to provide summer feed for animals 
not shipped immediately to market, 
Mr. Byers continued. 

Essential aim of the plan is to get 
cattle out -of Saskatchewan drought 
areas, he said, because despite a ser¬ 
ies of dry years, Saskatchewan had 
about 20 pQ|- rent, more cattle than In 
1931. j.. 

Under tne present scheme, cost 
of shipping cattle from drought areas 
of Saskatchewan and Alberta is borne 
equally by the railway, the province 
and the Dominion, and the farmer re¬ 
tains ownership of the cattle.

Alberta Report on 
Crops to July 20 


Peace River Dry, Rains Elsewhere, 
Tense Situation Somewhat Relieved 

Fair grain crops are almost assured 
in the better district, with definite 
prospects of some surplus of feed to 
meet relief requirements within the 
province. Recent rains will insure 
filling of wheat and yields will benefit 
accordingly. Greatest beneAt will be 
derived by the later sown coarse 
grains which should now produce some 
good crops; same applies to all green- 
feed sowings. Pasture and rang* 
lands which were short and burning 
badly in most districts are reviving 
surprisingly well. A reserve of mois¬ 
ture has soaked well into the soil 
where the heavier rains fell. Though 
there will be practically no grain crops 
in the dry area, recent moiature gives 
hope that a small portion may be sal¬ 
vaged for feed. 

Reduction of herds, especially cat¬ 
tle and swine, is reported from many 
districts in anticipation of limited 
feed supplies for the winter. Dairy 
production has fallen off to some ex¬ 
tent because of poor pasture condi¬ 
tions. Dairy and poultry markets are 
firmer. 

Brief notes from correspondents’ 
reports: 

Medicine Hat—Recent heavy rains 
will help grass and feed situation gen¬ 
erally. Possible wheat yield five to 
ten bushels to south and west. 

Lethbridge—Rain nearly 3.00 inches 
and dry conditions greatly relieved. 
First cutting alfalfa produced light 
crop. 

Cardston — Rain general through¬ 
out district and crop outlook improved 
materially. Possibly 6 bushels added 
to wheat yield. Range conditions 
much better. 

Vulcan—limited area adjacent to 
town reports heavy hail damage on 
14th inst- Nearly 3 inches moisture 
for the week and yield prospects for 
district much improved. Prospects 
for feed much better. 

Brooks—Only .29 rain for immed¬ 
iate vicinity in July but heavier rains 
last week to the west. Dry land crops 
about beyond recovery. Irrigated 
grain about 75 per cent, normal crop. 

Empress—2.70 inches rain last week 
but too late to help graia materially. 
Will improve feed situation. 

Youngstown—Had 1.25 inches rain 
14th inst. Too late for crop but feed 
outlook improved. * 

Calgary—Total rain last week of 
2.32 inches practically assures some 
fair crops and sufficient feed for local 
requirements. 

Olds—2.30 inches rain last week. 
All crops will benefit especially late 
sowings, greenfeed and pasture. 

Red Deer-Lacombe—Recent • rains 
between 5 and 6 inches. All crops will 
benefit greatly. Feed supply seems as¬ 
sured. 

Vermilion-Lloydminster — Precipi¬ 
tation''only half to three quarters of an 
inch last week but wheat filling nicely 
with prospects of fair yield. Early 
coarse grains light but later sowings 
better. 

Westlock—Recent rainfall nearly 6 
inches and gives good reserve. Only 
half a hay crop but go:d crop green- 
feed now expected. Original estimate 
of half crop of wheat will be increas¬ 
ed considerably. 

Grande Prairie-Beaverlodge—Only 
occasional light local showers for the 
past month and conditions exception¬ 
ally dry. Only half wheat crop ex¬ 
pected. Rain urgently, needed by all 
crops. Wire worm damage unusually 
heavy. 

Berwyn—Same generally dry condi¬ 
tions as south of the river. Fair to 
average crop in Battle River area but 
very light in other districts.

(Continued from Front Page) 
his patrol from the Valley. Dr. Ardiel 
was sent for, and an ambulance con¬ 
veyed the injured man to High River 
hospital: The following day he was 
taken to the Calgary General hospital 
for X ray examination. Doctor Camp¬ 
bell’s statement, given later was that 
he had suffered fractured vertebra 
which led to complete paralysis of low 
er part of the body and partial paraly¬ 
sis of the upper part- Conditions rising 
from the fracture caused his death. 

Cameron — Could anything have 
been done further after the accident 
to prevent this ? 

Doctor—I think not. 

Cameron—You were aware that the 
victim had a diabetic condition? 
Would his death have_ been accelerated 
by this condition. 

Doctor—It might make him more 
susceptible to the conditions which 
rose, and less able to throw off the ef¬ 
fects. 

Corporal Sjpiith produced photo¬ 
graphs of the road at the scene of the 
accident, and stated that the car was 
superficially damaged, but was me¬ 
chanically sound. At a later period 
he drove the car round the turn at 
about 50 miles an hour without loss 
of control. 

Mr. Widney’s statement said: “As 
I turned the corner the back end of the 
car seemed to sway in the gravel. I 
slammed on the brake and the car 
seemed to go faster. I think my foot 
caught the accelerator and the car 
turned ovy. I had a bottle of beer at 
Black Diroiond. I took six bottles of 
beer to the farm 8 miles from Okotoks 
where I had one and a half of these. 
I also had a bottle of beer in Okotoks 
before 1 left there. The cause of the 
accident was that the car became un¬ 
balanced round the comer, because I 
was going too fast. The liquor I drank 
did not interfere with my driving.” 

Mr. Widney’s statement was borne 
out by John Lalonde, bartender of the 
Black Diamond hotel who served him 
a pint of beer between 6 and 7 p.m., 
July 14. Mr. Widney then bought six 
bottles to take to the farm. Wm. 
Cooper, bartender of Okotoks, stated 
that between 9 and 10 p.m., he had 
served Mr. Widney with a bottle, but 
that no liquor Was taken away in the 
car. Both bartenders testified to his 
sobriety in Black Diamond and Oko¬ 
toks and both stated that they had not 
spoken with him or been approached 
by him at any time following the ac- 
cidept. Constable Smith said: *T was 
satisfied he had been drinking,' but 
certainly could not say he was drunk.” 

The jury agreedA>n their verdict 
within a few minutes after the hear¬ 
ing.
